- Here Captain Cook had not lain long at anchor, expeQing a Wind 
for the proſecution of his Voyage, when he was unexpectedly ſur- 
rized,. and taken by three Spaniſh Men of War, Thelc having pol- 
- feſſed thernſelves of his Ship and Cargo, preſently after ſet both him 
and his Companions aſhore, upon the aforeſaid Iſland. Here therefore 
being landed, they found a Dutch Governor or Officer, with fix men 
in his retinne, who were only (etled' there to purchaſe Proviſions for 
their Veſſels; that ſhould happen to touch in thoſe Parts. 
> Our Engliſh had not been, long on this Iſland, but there happened 
to come into the Road a Spaniſh Boat, equipped wirh fixteenor cigh- 
teen Met, and laden with Cacao-nxts, whereof Chocolate is made, and 
Plate, © The Bucaniers jmamediatly put it into the thoughts of Captain 
Cook, to make reptizal upon the Country-men of thoſe who had (© 
lately ſtript them of all they had: He approving of their Propoſals, in 
order thereunto they acquainted the Governors man with their inten- 
tions: And withal deſixed him, under promiſe of a good Reward, to 
lend them a ſmall number of Fsfies, or Guns, wherewith to put theſe 
their Deſigns in execution, The Governor and his Men hearing the 
promiſe of ſo.great a Reward, were calily perſwaded to oo__—_ 
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them with Arms at their Requeſt : Six Mev.therefore of the Bucamers, 
heing thus reſolved, and fitred: with Atms,-placed themſelves in Am- 
buſcade about that part of the Iſland, where the Boat of the $ ani(h 
Stoop was to cone altvar.

| Year by the Catholick King unto his Vie-Roys, 
or Governors in or Ale by them unto !11; Majeſty, upon the 
foreſaid account; This little Ship therefore, © immediately fer upon 
and cook, but found not To much in her as would anſwer our expeta- 
tions. Neither the Letters they had on Board, could we reach, from 
which we might poſſibly have learned ſomething which would have 
pleaſed our Fancizs, or flattered our hopes fox lome whilc 3 for the 
Spaniards caſi/them into the Sea, when they Taw themſelves in danger 
of being taken, before we could poſſeſs our ſelves of the Veſſel; which 
was done according to the firi&, and almoſt inviolable Orders, the 
Captains of theſe Packet-Boats, or Navios de aviſo, tor fo they arc alſe 
named 3 that is, Packer-Shipr, do conifnicly receive from the King of 
Spain 3, unto which effec alſo they take an Oath, viz. To caſt their 
Letters over-board, and not deliver them up to any Enemy whatſocycr. 
Conformable to this Poipt, all the Caprains of the Galeons belonging 
to the King of Spain, when they arc ehttuſied with that charge, arc 
likewiſe ſolemnly ſworn, to fink, burn, 'or- otherwiſe to defiroy their 
Ships, rather then permit them to be taken by an Entmy, for fear of 
enriching him, not ſo much with thoſe their great Veſlels, as with the 
Treafuze they bring home. 

After taking the Packet-Bozt before-mentioned, perceiving our Veſ- 7 care « 
ſels to be foul, we ſteered our Courſe for. Boca del Tors, there to ca- ©94 l 1or- 
reen our Ships. This place is already mentioned in the Hiſtory of the 

Bxcanierr, and is often trequented by Pyrats for the ſame purpoſe. Here 
we met with Captain Peter Harris, in- a Dutch Ship of Thirty two 
Guns, and alſo with Captain Richard Sawkins, who was in a ſmall 
Brigaatin, raounted only with Four Guns. Both theſe Ships had pur 
in there, either- £0 careen, or refreſh themdelves with Water, and o- 
ther Provilions. 

Having cleanſed and carecn'd our Bottoms to our {atisfation, We 79! tend ou 
afterwards cruized again, for ſome while, in hopes of finding ſome ſuch OP of 
Purchaſe as we molt deſired. But, being fruſtrated of our Expecta- 
tions, at laſt we reſolved to qyit again our Ships, and land on the 
Coaſt of Darien, thinking there to tnd what we fo long had ſoughe 
for or at leaſt Plunder and Pillage fome-Towns belonging to thae 
Coaſt. - This Reſolution therefore we preſently put in Execution, and 
ſtanding over . towards the Land of Darien, we ſoon after wene on 
ſhoat there, 'av& began to range up and down the Woods, defigning to

That 
not far diſtant from thence, there was a place called Tocamers (for © 
it was named) which was the receptacle Town of all the Gold thac 
was found in thoſe Parts, ſaying often unto us \in the Spaniſh Lan» 
guage, and repeating theſe words, Mucho oro ay en Tocamirs, that is, 
A great deal of Gold ly:th at Tocamirs, and that he would guide us un- 
tort, With theſe Promiſe we were infinitely encouraged, and ze- 
ſolved tot to return unto our Ships, until ſuch time as we had made 
ſome conſiderable Booty, at leaſt ſufficient tor one Voyage, to latisfie 
our carneſt Appetite of Gold. We landed in Darien, according to 
what I can bcft remember, cither about the latter end of March, or the 
beginning of April, in the Year 1680. when began the chicfeſt and 
hardeſt of our Adventures, both by Land and Seca 3 thoſe I have re- 
hearſed, being only the Preludinm's of luch as were to follow, 

By the way, as we marched towards Tocamora, under the Conduct of 
our Indian, we took other Priſoners, and learned from them other 
things. That the Indians -of that Country hated mortally the Spa» 
niards, and were at enmity with them : That they had a Chicf Ca» 
ptain, or Leader, whom they ſtiled Emperer, and who would be glad 
of. our aſſiſtance: againſt the Spaniards, by whom he had been much 
wronged, and was therefore with them in open and continual War, 
That in recompence of our Scrvice, he would certainly lead us- unto 
thoſe places where moſt Gold and Silver was-to be had, thcle bei 
unjuſtly detained from him, and where it was but fighting for it, 1 
having more then we ſhould'be able to carry away. Theſe Allurements 
put our minds upon new. Defigns, and were ſufhcient to entice us to 
preſentour Auxiliary Service unto the Emperor of that Country, _ as 
judging it more convenient to be put in poſiciſion, or rather led unto 
thoſe fo vaſtly rich places, by the Emperor and the Indians themſelves, 
then to have both Indians and Spaniards all at once againſt us 3 eſpe- 
cially, in a Foreign Country, where we knew not one ſtep of our 
way: 

Thus, after an entercourſe of ſome few Mcfſengers who were ſent 
to and fro, we came at laſt (not to be too tedious in this Narrative) 
unto 2 view and amicable Parley with the Emperor himſclf in Perſon, 
who readily accepted of our Service, and promiſed himfelt great mat- 
ters from our aid and afliſtance againlt the Spaniards, - He failed 
not to promiſe us great heaps of Gold, would we but fight conragi- 
ouſly undex his ConduR, and regain thoſe Places from the Spaniards, 
where they were moſt certainly to be found. Thele things we eaſily 
believed, as feaſible, and therefore as readily did embrace his Propo 
ſitions : Yet, ſhould*we fail of our Defigns, we bad ill other things 
wider conſideration, 'which might in great probability be as profitable, 
and turn te the ſame account. . The ſum of thele was, to deſcend by 
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* the River of Darien, or any other, into the Soxzh-Sez, and there ta 
roveup and down until ſuch time as we. could meet any rich Prize, 
or Galien, from Lims to Panama ; oreltt to Plunder again ci- 
ther the City of Panama, or any other, of ſo many rich Towns and 
Villages as are known to-border upon the Coaſts of that Sea. As for 
Shipping, though we had it not at preſent, yet we feared not to ob- 
tain it by the help of thoſe Canows we ſhould employ to” carry us 
down the River, Aﬀter which, we conſidered it would be no great 
difficulty to. return homewards, cither round about the -Streight of 
Magallan:s, which Navigation, 'though difficult, hadgſFen pertormed 
by others 3 or thorow the ſarne Country of Darien, where we were at 
preſent, Thus we engaged, about the number of Three hundred 
Men; in the Service of this Indian Emperor, whom we took for our 
Leader, in company of many others of his own Subjects, who were 
to back our Det;gns, as we intended to lead the Van of moſt Artemprs. 
The Name of this Emperor afore-mentioned was Andrea;,trom whence 
we gucfſed, that ſome foot-ſteps of Chriſtianity had been planted in 
his Country by the Spaniards, and that either he or his Anceftors had 
been by them Baptized, though at preſent they ſeemed to regard but 
little what belonged unto Chriſtian Religion. He had allo a Son, 
whoſe name was Awgxftin, and unto whom we made bold, among our 
ſelves, to give the name of King Golden-cap, from a certain Cap or 
Hat of pure and maffive Gold, which he had then upon his Head when 
rſt we law him. 
" The firſt Enterprize which the ſaid Emperor propounded unto us, 
was to take the Town of Santa Maria,{cituate pretty near unto the Sou- 
them Sea, and at the diſtance of ſeyeral days Journy from the place 
where theſe things were agreed upon. This Town, as it was ſaid, had 
been taken from the Emperor by the covetous Spaniard, and was re- 
ported to be hugely rich in duſt of Gold, which there was gathered 
. in great quantity cout of a River that runneth through the Country. 
+ Here was a Fort, and a Town pretty well Garziſon'd, as having be- 
tween both, about 400 Spaniards for their detence, and to guard the 
Treaſare which thezxe was lodged, of Gold-duft, as hath been aid, 
We marched therefore in company of the Emperor Andres (who al- 
ways went before us,and encouraged our Men where-ever they tought) 
the ſpace of three days Journy, to meet his Son King Golden-cap, at his 
own Habitation, or Palace, as lying in our way, and he being to joyn 
with us in this Expedition. He entertained us very nobly at this 
Palace for 'a day or two, and ſent us alſo preſents of Vidtuals to meet 
us by the way, having heard of our coming- From thence we depart- 
ed with ourentire little Camp, the Emperor and his Son, in queſt of 
the Town of Sama Maris, as yet diſtant from thence no lefs than 
four or five days Journy, one ror Fatigues ſuſtained by the
